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President of American Baptist Convention 
Urges League Support 





Frank A. Nelson, prominent Racine business 
leader, and President of the United Temperance 
Movement of Wisconsin, was elected President 
of the American Baptist Convention at Atlantic 
City, New Jersey. 


In his acceptance 
message, Mr. Nelson 
stressed the great need 
of the Church’s support 
of the temperance move- 
ment. In a special mes- 
sage to the National Tem- 
perance League, the new 
president said: 

*‘T should like to say 
that I believe profoundly 
that the matter of Temperance Education should 
be embraced enthusiastically and supported by 
the interchurch movement, for surely if we do 
not have the support of the churches, we cannot 
expect it from outside sources. In my opinion, 
the only position that we of the Church of Jesus 
Christ can take in relation to the use of alcohol, 
is that of total abstinence.’’ 

Mr. Nelson urges both individuals and the 
churches to support the work of the Temperance 
League. Himself the president of the Wisconsin 
League, he sets an example of co-operation for 
every Baptist church and individual in New Jer- 
sey. 


BREWERS FEAR PASSAGE OF SILER 
BILL 


Fear of the passage of the Siler Bill, 
(H. R. 4627) to ban interstate advertising of 
alcoholic beverages was reported in the Jour- 
nal of Commerce.

‘f—n the most dramatic announcement 
since Repeal,’’ the Journal states, ‘‘The 
United States Brewers Foundation warned its 
members that Clinton M. Hester, Washington 
counsel to the Foundation, is of the opinion 
that the House Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee is now prepared to recommend to the 
House the enactment of the Siler bill which 
would ban alcoholic beverage advertising in 
all media crossing State lines. 

‘*Mr. Hester, according to the USBF bul- 
letin, is also of the opinion that if the meas- 
ure is brought up for consideration by the 
House, it will be passed. 

‘Tf and when the bill is reported out of 
committee, it must hurdle another obstacle be- 
fore reaching the floor of the House. This is 
the House Committee on Rules. But, Mr. 
Hester says, he believes the rules committee 
will vote to permit the House to debate the 
bill and that it will be passed. 

‘*Accordingly, the USBF has called on 
its members to contact everyone they do 
business with - wholesalers, retailers, 
newspapers, radio and television stations 
and allied industries - to appeal to both the 
Interstate Commerce Committee and the Rules 
Committee to kill the Siler bill in committee. 

**The USBF bulletin said letters, wires 
and petitions from tens of thousands of drys 
appear to have convinced a majority of the 
members of the committee and many members 
of the House that all beer advertising should 
be eliminated."’ 

NOTE TO READERS: To offset this effort 
of the brewers, write to Congressman Charles 
A. Wolverton, the only New Jersey Congress- 
man on the House Committee, and the Rep- 
resentative from your District, urging that 
the Siler Bill be reported out and passed. 
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EDITORIAL 

When asked what effect the proximity of drink- 
ing establishments has upon the public, too 
many persons dismiss the query with: ‘‘People 
will drink, no matter what.’’ 

The answer is a shortsighted one. True, the 
inveterate drinker will find a drink even if it 
is only the squeezings from a can of Sterno. In 
locales where the sale of drink is not legal, he 
is the man who knows if there is a bootlegger 
within a radius of 100 miles. The argument does 
not apply to the man of normal appetite. If there 
are no legal saloons about, he simply does not 
drink. 

Yet take this man of normal appetite and 
place him in a hotel lounge with an adjoining 
bar or on the street in a strange town with nu- 
merous taverns Offering fellowship and relaxation. 
All that is required for him to drink is to walk a 
few steps. If the bar or tavern had not been there, 
9 times out of 10 he would not have taken a 
drink. But the simple fact of its proximity has 
forced the issue.

The public hearings held by the House 


Interstate and Foreign Commerce Committee con- 
sidering the Siler Bill (H.R. 4627) to ban inter 
state advertising of alcoholic beverages, pro- 
duced some rather revealing testimony. 

In reply to a question from Congressman 
Haselton of Massachusetts, Clinton M. Hester, 
Washington Counsel for the United States Brew- 
ers Foundation said: ‘‘We (the brewers) have 
no intention whatsoever of curtailing our use 
of radio or television.”’ 

Congressman Carlyle of North Carolina 
also questioned Mr. Hester. 

Mr. Carlyle: “‘The brewing industry puts 
out an intoxicant for consumption, is that right?’’ 

Mr. Hester: ‘‘It puts out the beverage of 
moderation for consumption, yes.’’ 

Mr. Carlyle: ‘‘It is an intoxicant, is it 


not?’’ 


Mr. Hester: ‘‘Itis an intoxicating beverage.’’ 

Mr. Carlyle: ‘*Do you believe that it isin 
the best interest of all the people of this coun- 
try to increase the consumption of an intoxi- 
cating drink?’’ 

Mr. Hester: ‘‘I think it is in the interest 
of all the people to increase the consumption of 
beer, yes... .’’ 

Mr. R. E. Joyce, Vice President ofthe 
Distilled Spirits Institute was also questioned 
by Congressman Haselton. 

Mr. Haselton: ‘‘Then advertising is in- 
tended to increase the use of the product, is 
that not true?’’ 

Mr. Joyce: ‘*Yes sir, that is one of the 
main purposes of advertising.’’ 

Mr. Haselton: ‘‘And the ultimate pur 
pose of the advertising of the Institute, through 
whatever medium they use, is to induce more 
people to use more liquor, is that right?’’ 

Mr. Joyce: ‘*That is the general purpose 
of it. The effect does not seem to be that, when 
we look at the figures and consumption.’’

@ TRENTON: The parent or guardian of a minor 
charged with purchasing or consuming an al- 
coholic beverage may be compelled to attend 
the court hearing under a Bill passed by the 
New Jersey Assembly by a vote of 58-0. As- 
semblyman John Junda, sponsor of the Bill said 
he believed it would help combat juvenile de- 
linquency. 

@ PITTSBURGH, PA.: Fort Pitt Brewing Co., 
which has lost money in beer for the past four 
years, has decided to have a try at men’s over 
coats. If stockholders approve, the company 
will buy two Philadelphia overcoat firms for 
about $4,000,000. 

@ SOMERDALE: It is reported Borough of- 
ficials revoked the license of Downie’s White 
Horse Hotel, White Horse Pike and Berlin Road, 
for its management’s failure to cooperate with 
them in maintaining law and order in the es- 
tablishment. 

@PHILADELPHIA, PA.: Seventy students were 
given a weeks suspension at Rosemont College 
for Girls for what authorities termed violating 
the college honor code by drinking at social 
functions. The college, conducted by Sistersof 
the Holy Child, has a student population of 403.

THE TREASURER SAYS: 


In the March-April issue Mr. Ford spoke of 
the plan for you who practice and advocate ab- 
stinence to participate constructively in the finan- 
cial program of the Temperance League. 

The sources of support listed in the League 
budget for the calendar year 1956 are as follows: 


Funds received by mail 38% 
Sustaining memberships 25% 
Collected at meetings 24% 


Personal solicitations 7% 
New Jersey Temperance Soc. 3% 
Annuities 2% 
si scellaneous 1% 


Last year personal solicitations brought in 
less than 5% of total receipts. The estimate for this 
year was increased to 7% with the thought that 
greater personal contact by the treasurer and his 
helpers, as well as by the trustees and other of- 
ficials would give the supporters an opportunity to 
ask questions and become more fully acquainted 
with the effective educational work for abstinence 
that is progressing at this time. Examples are 
the recent talks by Mr. Lewis in Hopewell Town- 
and the city of Rahway public schools. Groups were 
small enough so that questions by the students 
could be answered and fully discussed. As a result 
hundreds of teen-agers began to think seriously of 
of deciding for total abstinence. 

You can readily see that money raised by 
solicitation of persons other than the Executive 
Secretary will release time for him to conduct this 
fine educational work where no revenue is received. 
The great need is to educate our youth. 

A start on this personal contact program has 
been made with two men who will make contacts in 
Union and Warren Counties. We need helpers in each 


of the other counties and many towns to call on 
those who have contributed regularly or occasion- 
ally and to find new supporters of the cause of 
total abstinence. New prospects may be called on 
either independently or with the help of the Assist- 
ant Secretary who will prepare the way with a 
letter and literature for your visit which will follow.
